Undoubtedly the most effective 
way is to elect to public office men, 
who, regardless of party affiliation, 
believe thoroughly in the tried and 
proved American form of govern- 
ment; men who are determined that 
government shall remain in the 
hands of the people, and who can be 
relied upon not to surrender to 
others, for political purposes, their 
authority as the people’s repre- 
sentatives. 

It can be met by voting only for 
candidates who believe that public 
office is still a public trust and 
would scorn to win or hold it by 
political trickery and false promises. 


Since the birth of our Republic, 
the principle of representative gov- 
ernment has been the keynote of the 
American ideal. When that principle 
is weakened or surrendered, the 
American system is injured, and the 
entire concept of free government 
suffers a serious blow.

that a small body of fearless ex- 
plorers, led by Don Gaspar de 
Fortola, Fr. Crespi and Sergeant 
Ortega, sighted SSan Francisco 
bay on November 4, 1769. 

So grateful were they for the 
view of this glorious panorama, 
which they believed to be a vast 
lake surrounded by woods, that | 
they knelt before a_ cross, then } 
proclaimed the land before their 
eyes in the name of their king, | 
Carlos the third, of Spain, naming 
this land San Carlos. 

In 11768, Portola was sent from , 
Spain to San Diego where he was 
to take charge of a land exped- 
itionthat Father Junipera Serra 
might establish Missions and con- 
vert the natives to the Christian 
faith. Sergeant Ortega, the soldier 
guard, and Father Crespi collect- 
ed natives who had already been 
converted to the Christian faith. 
Then, that fall, they proceeded to 
found a mission on Monterey bay, 
but became lost, near the present 
city of Hollister. They proceeded 
through what is now Gilroy and 
San Jose, Palo Alto and Woodside 
camping at Crystal Springs Lakes 

The next morning, Sergeant Or- 
tega chased a deer up a hill where 
he beheld what he tought to be a 
great lake to the east. Reporting 
back to Portola and Fr. Crespi, | 
Ortega led the group of weary : 
men to the hill to view San Fran- | 
cisco bay, They claimed the land 
for Carlos 1111, the king, naming 
it San Carlos. 

The San Carlos chamber of 
commerce, seeking to re-enact the 
discovery, and to perpetrate its 
historic importance, is conducting 
a cross planting ceremony at 2:30 
p.m. next Saturday. It is expect- 
ed thata pilgrimage of historians, 
native sons and descendants of 
early day Spanish families from 
all sections of California, will pro- 
vide a picturesge gathering.

While public interest in the coming election has been chiefly center- |

In the field of governmentau research there is no man in the county, | 
por, may we say, in all California, who has so blended study and expe- | 
rience in civics and economics as Allen Ward. More than twenty years 
ago when municipal government in our principal cities was striving to 
emerge from the cocoon of pure politics and assume the stature of real 
business, Allen Ward led America into the experiment of city manager- | 
ship. The.n the editor of a daily newspaper in Dayton, Ohio, Ward con- | 
vinced a number of leading citizens that the solution of pressing prob- 
lems of municipal incompetence lay along the lines of sane business, in 
concentrating responsibility in a single business executive. So the theory 
of city managership, then unknown in America, was born, and Dayton, 
Oho, had the first city manager in the history of the country. 

After his removal to California, Ward lost none of his interest in 
governmental economics. He has studied its problems sedulously during 
the last decade of more and has often been called upon to advise upon 
governmental problems. Throughout California he is recognized as an 
authority on civic problems. Here we have the opportunity of taking ad- 
vantage of his knowledge and experience and it would be profligate of us 
to neglect the opportunity. 

During his service on the Burlingame city council the tax rate of that 
city has gone steaddily downward. Ward claims no personal credit for 
this trend but in justice he is enttled to hs share. Certianly it would have 
been difficult for the trend to have been otherwise with Ward on the 
council. 

We badly need men of Allen Ward’s type on the board of supervisors 
especially during the busy years of growth ahead.

History May Be Read in 


Collection of Firearms 
IOWA FALLS, IOWA.—The his- 
tory of the United States from the 
Revolution to the World war may be 
read in the 1,200-gun collection of 
Matt Kickles, for 26 years chief of 


the Iowa Falls fire department. 
There are muzzle-loaders from 
Revolutionary days, Civil war mus- 
kets and Spanish-American war Car- 
bines in Kickles’ collection, which 


he believes is the largest privately 
owned one of its kind in the United 
States. 

Kickles has duplicates of the 


weapons used to assassinate Presi- 
dents Lincoln, Garfield and McKin- 
ley.
